Barcelona, Spain.—At an extraordi- 
nary session held in Madrid recently 
leaders of the Socialist party tn Spain 
drew up a program of proposals-which 
they will attempt to have enacted into 
legislation at the coming session of 
the Cortes. The conclusions reached 
are all-important for the future of the 
Catholic. Church in Spain since the 
Socialist party is the latgest and the 
best disciplined in the country. 

The primary projects with 
the Socialist legislaters will occupy 
themselves, it was stated, will be 
State control of the Church, dissolu- 
tion of religious congregations, con- 
fiscation of Church property and con- 
fessional independence of the State. 
The Catholic membership of the Cor- 
tes will, of course, vigofously oppose 
those measures designed to bring 
about State contro! of the Church and 
interference with its religious activi- 
ties, 

Unfortunately, Socialists in this 
country are anti-religious and have 
been since their party first was form- 
ed. The citizenry generally, therefore, 
will not recognize that an individual! 
can be at the same time a good Cath- 
olic and a Socialist, although their 
acceptance of the Kepublican regime 
is virtually complete 

Again and again the doctrine of the 
Church on the different forms of gov- 
ernment has been expounded. On the 
advent of the Republic, virtually all 
of the Bishops of Spain published pas- 
toral letters advising the faithful to 
be loyal to the new regime. 

_ Recently the Bishop of 
stated, in an interview;

Republic; we are neutral in politics. 
The Church is not against the Repub- 
lic. Republicanism is not, in any way, 
in contradiction with religion.”
